lect only. Hence appear the many miſtakes which yy, 
have made learning generally ſo unpleaſing and do 
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b uoſucteſsful ; firſt we do amiſs to ſpend ſeven 
eight years meerly in ſcraping together ſo 
nuch miſerable Latin and Greek, as might be 
faith barnt otherwiſe eaſily and delightfully in one 
our ear, And that which caſts our proficiency there- 
tlelf n ſo much behind, is our time loſt partly,in tos 
y uſſt idle vacancies given both to ſchools and uni- 
, U\xrfities, partly in a prepoſterous exaction, for- 
nor ang the empty wits of children to compoſe 
fol · hemes, verſes and orations, which are the afts 
70a of ripeſt judgment and the final work of a head 
ugh gi d by long reading and obſerving, with elegant 
nelly 'naxims, and capious invention.
